A BLOW AT COPYRIGHT, 


AFTER many years of contention the authors 
of America, cordially supported by the pub- 
lishers, and, at the last, after a compromise 
had been effected, by the trade organizations 
more or less directly connected with the making 
of books, obtained an international copyright 
law, which incidentally surrendered somewhat 
of the authors’ rights under the national copy- 
right law, and made decided concessions from 
the authors” ofiginal ‘contention, The gain 
was so great, however, in putting this country 
on the same plane of civilization, in this respect, 
as other civilized nations, that the revision of 
the copyright system was for the period accept- 
ed as a happy conclusion of the whole matter. 

The penalty throughout the law was, 
as before, a fine of $1 on each copy issued 
containing or comprising an _ infringement 
of the proprietor’s rights. In view of the 
immense increase of circulation in the case 
alike of daily, weekly, and monthly publi- 
cations, this statutory penalty might reach 
enormous sums, far out of proportion to the 
wrong done, whether purposed or accidental. 
The punishment for purposed infringement 
ought to be heavy, and for an accidental in- 
fringement sufficiently serious to compel care ; 
but in cases where no wilful wrong is done a 
penalty that may reach into the hundred thou- 
sands of dollars becomes onerous beyond 
measure. It is most difficult for a law to dis- 
criminate between purposed and accidental in- 
fringement, although the motive is always a 
consideration in criminal cases in the infliction 
of sentence or of fines. In view ofthis onerous 
provision, the newspaper publishers very prop- 
erly caused a measure to be introduced into 
Congress for putting the penalty of copyright in- 
fringement on a more reasonable basis, and in 
this they had the cordial support of all those 
who were informed and interested in copyright 
matters—not least the American Copyright 
League. Unfortunately, however, the pro- 


posed amendment has been used, it would 
seem, by the opponents of copyright to strike a 
blow at the copyright system in general, or 
else in reshaping the proposed amendment, it 
has been done so carelessly as practically to 
play into the hands of the opponents of copy- 
right. 

The Covert bill in its present shape limits 
the penalty for any infringement or infringe- 
ments to double the value of the article in- 
fringed, and it is drawn, not only to cover 
photographs, where accidental violation is 
most easy, but also everything under the 
copyright law, books and magazine articles, 
as well as paintings, the drama and music. 
Half of this is to go to the Government, and 
half to the proprietor of the copyright. This 
provision has, in its present shape, aroused the 
friends of copyright to decided opposition, and 
the American Copyright League, through its 
Council, has voiced the disapprobation with 
which. all friends of copyright view this 
measure. 

The difficulty with this limitation is that 
it would strike a serious blow at the whole 
copyright system, both national and inter- 
national, by making it not worth while for a 
copyright proprietor to prosecute infringers. 
A magazine may pay from ten to one hundred 
dollars for a poem, in which it holds from the 
author-the right to full profit as a component 
part of the periodical. The editor may or 
may not extend to the newspaper press the 
courtesy of. permitting the reprint of such a 
poem. Or an editor may procure from a noted 
author for a payment of from one hundred to 
five hundred dollars,-an article on a question 
of the day, as to which the same is true. To 
engage in the expense of a lawsuit for the re- 
covery ofa penalty of say ten dollars or two 
hundred and fifty dollars, is a proceeding 
which could be indulged in only in general de- 
fence of the copyright system, rather than from 
direct business motives, and in this way the 
copyright law would be left practically without 
defenders and the old business of piracy would 
be re-established within the country as well as 
across international lines. 

It is desirable to amend the copyright law to 
prevent undue penalties, particularly for inno- 
cent infringement, and we trust the newspaper 
publishers represented in the present move- 
ment will find it wise to frame an amendment 
that will obviate the objections of friends of 
copyright to the present bill, and will have 
the cordial support of the American Copyright 
League, which, on the other hand, must main- 
tain a decided stand against indirect efforts to 
break down the copyright system by so broad 
an amendment as that now before Congress. 
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THE FOOTE SALE OF ENGLISH LITERA- 
TURE. 


THE sale of the second portion of the Charles 
B. Foote library was held at Bangs’s auction 
rooms on the 30th ult. Very good prices were 
the rule at this, as at the previous sale, and 
the result goes to prove that the classics of 
literature—the great books of the great writers 
—are the best possible investment a collector 
can make, from a business as well as a biblio- 
philic standpoint. This, of course, provided 
that they are good editions. The book that 
fetched the highest price of any at the sale was 
George Herbert’s ‘‘ The Temple,” which went 
to Dodd, Mead & Co. for $1050. It is one of 
the first edition (1633), struck off for presenta- 
tion purposes, of which but two copies are 
known to exist—the other being in the Henry 
Huth library—and its binding is also a beautiful 
example of seventeenth century workmanship. 
It is said that Mr. Foote bought it of Dodd, 
Mead & Co. about eight years ago for $250. A 
‘“‘Vicar of Wakefield,” for which it was re- 
ported that Mr. Foote paid $75 fifteen years ago, 
brought $340. Most of the interest in the bid- 
ding centred on the Miltons, Lambs and Ten- 
nysons, though the Kelmscott Press editions, 
which were well represented, sustained, as a 
whole, the prices they have maintained in 
London. One of the highest prices paid was 
$525 for the first edition of ‘ Paradise Lost,” 
London, 1667, in full morocco, by Matthews. 
Among-the other books fetching large prices 
were Lamb’s ‘‘ Tale of Rosamund Gray,” first 
edition, 1798, in morocco, by Ruban, $350; 
Charles and Mary Lamb’s “ Poetry for Chil- 
dren,” first edition, 1809, in original calf binding, 
very rare, and not discovered until 1877, $420; 
Lamb’s ‘‘ Prince Dorus,” London, 1811, $240; 
Lamb’s ‘‘ Elia,” first edition, 1823, in original 


boards, $155 ; Lovelace’s ‘‘ Lucasta,” first edi- 


tion, 1649, $220 ; Milton’s ‘‘ Poems,” first edition, 
1645, rarer than ‘‘ Paradise Lost,” $370; Ten- 
nyson’s ‘‘ Poems of Two Brothers,” first edition, 
London, 1827, $170 ; Tennyson’s ‘‘ Poems,” two 
volumes, first edition, 1842, $140; Tennyson’s 
‘““Idylls of the Hearth,” London, 1864, with au- 
thor’s proof sheets, $225; Wordsworth’s and 
Coleridge’s ‘‘Lyrical Ballads and Other Poems,” 
two volumes, original half calf, London, 1798- 
1800, containing the first publication of the 
‘“‘Ancient Mariner,” $200; the ‘‘ Compleat 
Angler,” London, 1668, fourth edition, in mo- 
rocco, by Lewis, $140; Sterline’s ‘‘ Recreations 
with the Muses,” large paper, London, 1637, 
first collected edition, $150. The third and 
final portion of the collection will be sold by 
auction by Bangs & Co., on February 18. This 
portion consists chiefly of first editions of mod- 
ern English authors, comprising almost com- 
plete sets of Norman Gale, Andrew Lang, 
William Morris, and D. G. Rossetti. 





NEW QUARTERS OF AUTHORS’ CLUB. 


CARNEGIE Music HALL, 57th Street and Seventh 
Avenue, is now the headquarters of the Authors’ 
Club, and the members of that organization are 
congratulating themselves upon their new and 
delightful surroundings. They have some two 
thousand square feet of space to disport in, 
comprising four large rooms and as many 
smaller ones, and the accommodations are ample 
for all purposes of entertainment or business. 
The main room is the library, 30} by 154 


feet, connected with two reception rooms and 
a supper room beyond; when desired, these 
rooms can be thrown into one apartment about 
70 feet long and 25 feet wide. An anteroom, 
a committee room, a toilet room, and a butler’s 
pantry complete the series. 

The library, located in the loggia of the build- 
ing, facing Seventh Avenue, has a beautiful and 
original window arrangement, giving fine views 
of the Hudson and the northern part of the 
city. The decoration throughout is refined and 
dignified. There are open fireplaces in the 
library and reception rooms; the walls are 
tinted and stencilled, and in the library a series 
of ‘‘cosey corners” is formed by the arrange- 
ment of the bookcases, which stand out from 
the walls, leaving inviting retreats between. 
In the latter apartment the main coloring is 
terra cotta and dark red; the furniture is solid 
mahogany, mostly leather-covered, and the 
reading tables are supplied with drop electric 
lights. About a thousand volumes are gathered 
on the book-shelves, all written by members of 
the club, and on the walls are found the nucle- 
us of the club’s art collection. In the supper 
room the furniture is oak, and a distinctive 
touch is given to this room by the shelving, 
supported on carved brackets, extending all 
around the walls and used as a place for the 
mugs belonging to the members, in which 
healths are drunk at the various festivities of 
the club. The club was organized in October, 
1882, by Noah Brooks, Edward Eggleston, 
Richard Watson Gilder, Laurence Hutton, 
Charles DeKay, Brander Matthews, and E. C. 
Stedman. Its membership is limited to ‘‘ not 
more than three hundred gentlemen,” and to 
be eligible a person must be the author of a 
book ‘‘ proper to literature,” or of note in edi- 
torial or other writing. The club meets at an 
annual dinner and at fortnightly Thursday 
evening dinners. 





‘*TRILBY ” TO REMAIN IN THE PHILA- 
DELPHIA PUBLIC LIBRARIES. 


‘* TRILBY,” according tothe Philadelphia Aec- 
ord, cannot be excluded from the public libraries 
of Philadelphia. The sub-committee of the 
Board of Education’s Library Committee, Henry 
R. Edmunds and Simon Gratz, recently ap- 
pointed with power to actin this matter, have 
so determined. Their decision will be formally 
announced atthe next meeting of the main com- 
mittee, on February 21. 

‘*So far as my opinion is concerned,” re- 
marked Mr. Edmunds, the chairman of tke 
sub-committee, ‘‘I see nothing objectionable in 
the story, when it is read by the proper persors. 
If I find Mr. Gratz’s views are what I had been 
led to expect, I shall report that the book be re- 
tained in the school libraries, but placed in 
what we call ‘the locked cases.’ Volumes in 
these cases must be asked for at the librarian’s 
desk. Any grown person can obtain them 
without the least difficulty.” 

Mr. Gratz expressed his views on the subject 
thus: ‘‘ From what I have read of ‘ Trilby’ I 
see no reason for the exclusion of the book 
from the public school libraries. It is, to my 
mind, neither dangerous nor objectionable. I 
have spoken with a number of ladies about 
the propriety of retaining it on the shelves, and 
with one accord they said they had no fault to 
find with it. I see no harm in retaining it.” 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 


THEODORE DWIGHT WELD, one of the last of 
the anti-slavery agitators, died in Hyde Park, 
Mass., on the 3d inst., aged ninety-one. He 
became general agent of the Society for the 
Promotion of Manual Labor in Literary Insti- 
tutions in 1830. He became an anti-slavery 
lecturer, but losing his voice in 1836, he was 
appointed by the American Anti-Slavery Society 
editor of its books and pamphlets. Mr. Weld 
was the author of many pamphlets, and of 
‘** The Power of Congress Over the District of 
Columbia,” ‘‘ The Bible Against Slavery,” 
‘*American Slavery J As It Is,” ‘‘ Testimony of 
a Thousand Witnesses” and ‘‘ Slavery and the 
Internal Slave Trade of the United States.” 


’ ADONIRAM JUDSON. GoRDON, D.D., one of the 
best-known preachers of New ‘England, died in 
Boston on the 2d inst., aged fifty-pine. He was 
the pastor of the Clarendon Sreet Baptist 
Church of Boston for nearly twenty-five years. 

He was an author of some repute, his best- 
known books being: ‘‘In Christ ;,or, The Be- 
liever’s Union with His Lord,” 1872 ; ** Con- 
gregational Worship,” 1872; ‘‘ Grace and Glory; 
Sermons,” 1881; ‘‘ The Ministry of Healing,” 
1882; ‘‘ The Twofold Life,” 1884; ‘‘ The Life 
That Now Is and That to Come,” 1888. Dr. 
Gordon was also one of the compilers of the 
‘** Service of Song.” 





NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


M. BARTHELEMY ST. HILAIRE, who will be 
ninety next August, has just completed his 
biography of Victor Cousin. 


Ir is understood that Colonel Sheridan, 
brother of General Philip H. Sheridan, is to 
write a biography of the General. 


THE real name of Thymol Monk, the author 
of ‘‘ An Altar of Barth,” is said to be Miss Mary 
Belcher, a former hospital nurse and an active 
member of the Fabian Society. 


CAPTAIN CHARLES KING has written a new 
novel which deals with the Great Chicago 
strike. It is to be called ‘‘A Tame Surrender,” 
and it will first appear in the next number of 
Lippincott’s Magazine. 

Oscar WILDE’s essay in imaginative scholar- 
ship which he began in ‘‘ The Portrait of Mr. 
W.H.,” printed some years ago in Blackwood's, 
has at last been elaborated into a volume, and 
is to appear shortly. It is said to be ‘the 
pleasantest thing to which Mr. Wilde’s name 
has been affixed.” 


S. R. CROcCKETT on the 6th ult., resigned his 
pastoral charge of the Free Church of Penicuik. 
Mr. Crockett, who appeared to be deeply moved, 
told his congregation that he had ‘‘ weighed 
every argument, considered every interest, 
solved every difficulty,” and went on to say: 
** Most entirely do I believe that the same Lord 
who sent me to preach the Gospel has revealed 
to me the possession of a talent which He de- 
sires and intends me to use. I did not seek this 
literary work—it found me.” 


ELBRIDGE S. Brooks has been secured as 
editorial adviser of the newly organized Lothrop 
Publishing Co., whose removal to new quarters 
was noted in a recent issue of THE PUBLISHFRS’ 
WEEKLY. Mr. Brooks’ name was associated 
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with the old D. Lothrop Co. up to the time of 
Mr. D. Lothrop’s death and he does but return 
to a position in which his experience and taste, 
especially in the line of books for young people, 
may be counted upon as full and certain. Since 
his retirement from the D. Lothrop Co., Mr. 
Brooks prepared for the Century Company its 
exceptionally successful juvenile, ‘‘ The Cen- 
tury Book for Young People,” of which nearly 
20,000 copies were sold during the holiday sea- 
son, and also the attractive Napoleonic serial for 
children, ‘‘ A Boy of the First Empire,” now 
running in St. Nicholas. He has also prepared 
a unique series of sketches entitled ‘‘ Great 
Men’s Sons” for Harprr’s Young People, and 
has in process of completion other works in his 
peculiar field.

THomMAS B. MosuHer, Portland, Me., an- 
nounces the forthcoming publication of a 
monthly magazine to be entitled Zhe Bidelot. 
The magazine is to contain selections from the 
prose and poetical works of authors whose 
productions are oftentimes hard to get or even 
out of print. 


The Authors’ Journal is the title of a new 
monthly magazine devoted to writers. Its pur- 
pose, as outlined in the introductory editorial, is 
to aid and interest all workers in the field of liter- 
ature, bending its energies particularly to the in- 
struction and guidance of inexperienced writers, 
and at the same time giving news and notes of 
value to professional authors. The editor of 
this new publication is Frank Lee Farnell, 
formerly of Frank Leslie’s Popular Monthly. 
Published at No. 1 William Street, New York. 


EACH month’s issue of the Portfolio for 1895 
will consist of a monograph, according to 
the practice adopted a year ago.

THE rumor that the drawings in ‘‘ Trilby” 
are not, or not altogether, the work of Du 
Maurier, but of his daughter, is being denied on 
all sides. 

Hunt & EATon have in press and will soon 
issue ‘‘ The Literature of Theology,” by Bishop 
J. F. Hurst; and vol. 4 of Bishop Foster's 
‘Studies in Theology.” 


D. C. Heatu & Co. will publish shortly 
‘‘Four Years of Novel Reading,” edited by 
Richard G. Moulton, professor of literature in 
English in the University of Chicago. 


Tuos. Y. CROWELL & Co. have in preparation 
a new book on domestic architecture, by Louis 
H. Gibson, of Indianapolis, author of a work 
on ‘‘Convenient Houses.” The new volume 
will be entitled ‘‘ Beautiful Houses.” 


SAMUEL CARSON has made an engagement 
with the United States Book Company to rep- 
resent them on the road. He will at once visit 
the principal cities of the West, including the 
Pacific Coast, taking the place of Mr. F. A. 
Coombs, who has resigned. 


BRENTANO § have just ready a comprehensive 
pamphlet on the ‘‘ Income Tax Law.” The 
work will contain the text of the income tax 
law in full, and the Treasury regulations rela- 
tive to the collection of the same, together with 
the speech of Senator David B. Hill delivered 
in the United States Senate, January I1, 1895, 
on the execution of the law. 


FLEMING H. REVELL Co. have nearly ready 
three new books on the subject of the Holy 
Spirit: ‘‘The Ministry of the Spirit,” by the 
late Rev. A. J. Gordon, D.D., with an introduc- 
tion by the Rev. F. B. Meyer; ‘‘ The Holy 
Spirit in‘Life and Service,” comprising address- 
es delivered before the Conference on the 
Ministry of the Holy Spirit, held in Brooklyn, 
October, 1894, with an introduction by the Rev. 
A. C. Dixon ; and ‘‘ The Divine Indwelling,” 
by the Rev. E. Woodward Brown. 


CopELAND & Day will publish shortly a vol- 
ume entitled ‘‘ The Black Riders, and Other 
Lines,” by Stephen Crane, whose novel, 
““ Maggie,” about two or three years ago, 
elicited some comment and commendation. The 
edition will be limited to five hundred copies, 
with fifty copies additional printed in green ink 
on Japan paper. The same publishers will 
shortly issue Miss Alice Brown’s ‘‘ Meadow 
Grass,” the volume consisting of a dozen stories 
of New England life; William F. Apthorp’s 
authorized translation of half a dozen short 
Stories, by Emile Zola; and a volume of poems, 
by Philip Savage, the only son of the Rev. 
Minot J. Savage. 


WILLIAM R, JENKINS has published for pupils 
and teachers a blank-book intended to aid the 
former and facilitate the latter’s hard task of 
making clear the formation of the moods and 
tenses of a French or Latin verb from the infini- 
tive root. The verbis divided, first into the five 
original subdivisions ; infinitive, present parti- 
ciple, past participle, indicative present, and 
past definite, and the moods and tenses into 
which these subdivide are then put in their re- 
Spective places, A little practice will enable a 
pupil to catch the leading idea, and his progress 
will be far more rapid and satisfactory than by 


the old method of arbitrary memorizing. The 
Latin is arranged in the same way, according to 
the idiosyncrasies of Latin grammar. 


In referring to the etching of ‘‘ The Canter- 
bury Pilgrimage,” published by Robert M. Lind- 
say of Philadelphia, it seems that we inadver- 
tently gave the impression that the work was a 
reproduction instead of an original etching, by 
William Hole, of the Royal Scottish Academy. 


| The plate is, in many respects, the most remark- 


able ever produced, and has attracted the atten- 
tion of nearly all of the leading English artists 
and critics, who are unanimous in their praise 
ofthe work. Mr. P. G. Hamerton devoted con- 
siderable space in the Portfolio to the discussion 
of its merits as a conception, and its technical 
quality. Mr. Lindsay has the picture on Japan- 
ese paper, with remarque ; on Japanese paper, 
signed ; on India paper, before letter, all 
limited as to number of copies; and ordinary 
prints. 


MacmILiAn & Co. will shortly issue an Eng- 
lish edition of the new Strasburger, Noll, 
Schenck and Schimper ‘‘ Lehrbuch der Bo- 
tanik.”” Thetranslationis by Dr. A. C. Porter, 
assistant instructor in botany at the University 
of Pennsylvania, who has studied under Stras- 
burger, and isexceptionally fitted for the work. 
The ‘‘ Lehrbuch der Botanik”’ covers the whole 
subject of botanical study with such complete- 
ness and so authoritatively that its publication 
in a translation will be generally welcomed by 
botanists, as it willin a large measure supply 
the place of the very many single text-books in 
the various branches of botanical study. The 
work contains some 570 illustrations, which 
have been made a special feature, and, by ar- 
rangement with the German publishers, these 
illustrations will also appear in the English 
edition. 


GEN. LEW WALLACE proposes to file complaint 
at Washington because he was not compelled to 
pay duty at the Detroit Custom-House on a copy 
of ‘‘ Ben Hur,” which he bought on a train in 
Canada, while on his way to Detroit, on the 2d 
inst. Among a pile of books which the train- 
boy threw down beside him he found a paper- 
covered volume of his own work, which the 
boy offered to him for 25 cents. As the book 
cannot be purchased in this country for less 
than $1.50, owing to the copyright, the General 
was naturally vexed. Inspector J. D. Long 
examined the satchel of Gen. Wallace in the 
station, but passed the volume without asking 
for duty. The General called his attention 
particularly, and asked if it was the custom to 
admit free cheap Canadian editions of American 
copyrighted books. The inspector replied 
that it was in the case of single books. 


G. H. Burk & Co. have now ready the bound 
volume of ‘‘ The Wild Flowers of America,” 
which they issued in twenty parts during the 
past year. From one end of this vast continent 
to the other, which embraces every climate 
from that of the frozen North to that of the 
Tropics, the earth is covered with wild flowers, 
many of them of surpassing beauty. These 
have been carefully studied by a corps of special 
artists and botanists, and their work has been 
approved by the leading artists of America and 
Europe, and endorsed by eminent botanists 
of both continents. The object of the publi-
